Johnson, two neighbors, arrived, they found 
him making frantic efforts to throw water 
over a corncrib Q feet away and out of the 
path of the fire. Hensel is alleged to have 
pointed at the roaring furnace ins.de the 
granary and directing his finger at the 
dark object is said to have remarked, 
“She is in it.”” The farmers secured poles 
and after pushing the corner of the build- 
ing away, dragged the charred body out. 


All that was left of it was the head and 
trunk. Part of the arms and the legs had 
been completely burned away. Later a 
bone of the hand and one of the foot were 
found. Coroner W. M. Kaull was notified 
and held an inquest that night. The verdict 
of the jury after it heard Hensel’s .and 
Johnsen’s testimony was that Mrs. Hensel’s 
death was caused ‘“‘by an accident.’ 
Sensation after sensation followed in 
quick succession after the. arrest of 
Hensel by former Sheriff Atherton Clark. 
On Oct. 1 friends of Hensel l.arned that 
State’s Attorney Porter and Coroner Kaull 
intended to visit Limerick cemetery in 
secret to exhume the body. That morning 
at daybreak Hensel’s attorneys and two of 
the relativeseafter not:fying the prosecutor 
of their intentions visited the cemetery and 
before the coroner could stop them the body 
re Dae exhumed and laid en an operating 


The Neck 
Found Broken. 

Arriving almost at the instant were the 
State’s attorney, coroner and a number of 
physicians. A truce was declared until 
that afternoon when Dr. Ludwig Hektoen 
arrived and cdnducted a post-mortem ex. 
amination for the prosecution. The talk at 
the time was that Mrs. Hensel had first 


been poisoned and then burned. The stom- 
ach was removed and taken to the labora- 
tory of the Northwestern University. The 
chemists reported they did not find a suf- 
ficient quantity of poison to cause death 
and that ended that theory. But what 
Dr. Hektoen did discover was that the neck 
had been broken and that a piece of the 
first vertebrae was missing. he defense 
contends that the spinal column was frac- 
tured by falling timbers. The woman's 
skull was found burned to a crisp and the 
pressure of Dr. Hektoen’'s fingers on it 
crushed in the frontal bones, exposing the 
brain. A bunch of hair was found on the 
back of the head. It was discolored and 
barely singed. At the lower side of the 
trunk was found a bone of one of the 
hands partly imbedded in the ourned flesh. 
Later a bone of one of the feet was found. 
These are taken as incriminating fea- 
tures, carrying out the contention of the 
prosecution that Hensel either chopped off 
the le@s and arms and then burned them 
or disintegrated them by boiling tn the im- 
mense iron pots used to cook stock food in. 


May Call 
Fire Experts. 


Expert witnesses from Chicago's fire de- 
partment may be called to -testify as to 
how long they have known bodies to remain 
in burning buildings before they were 
burned up. Other witnesses, it is said, 
have now been found who heard sounds of 
a commotion at the Hensel house that even- 
ing, and it is alleged they will testify as 
to hearing plercing screams uttered in a 
woman's voice. Soon after the body was 
exhumed Hensel was released on $10,000 bail, 
a wealthy uncle furnishing it. When As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Olson entered the 
case, after the body had been exhumed and 
Dr. Hektoen'’s post mortem held, he and 
Mr. Porter were not satisfied with the first 
indictment, which contained six counts, and 
after considerable secret work Mr. Olson 
and Sftate’s Aittorney Porter unearthed 
enough additional evidence to cause them 
to ask for a second indictment. It Was re- 
turned Jan. 10 of the present year. Hensel 
gave himself up as soon as he learned of 
it and has been in jail since.

MORE SENSATIONAL THAN MRS. 
RICHARDSON’S CASE. 


Despite Possibly Damaging Evidence 
It Is Not Expected That He Could 
Be Convicted of Murder in 
the First Degree.

SAVANNAH, Mo,, Feb .8.—The prepara- 
tions that are being made for the trial of 
Stuart Fife, charged with the murder of 
Frank W. Richardson here the night before 
Christmas, 1900, indicate that it will take 
place at the coming term of court. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Booher states that he wil! 
be ready to try the case, and James W. 
‘Boyd, one of the attorneys for young Fife, 
' said he knew of nothing in the way of a 
trial as soon as the case can be reached at 
this term, 

Circuit court will convene here on Feb. 
2, and Fife will be afraigned on that date. 
It ts likely that a jury wilt be ordered at 
once by Yulee Burnes and, inside of four 
days, unjJess the defendant applies for a 
continuance, the trial will be under way. 

It will be one of the most notable murder 
trials ever held in the state. Aside from 
the interest that attaches to the case on 
account of thee myséry surrounding the 
tragedy, there will be arrayed against each 
other, on opposite aides of the case, two 
of the leading and most active lawyers in 
the state, 


Two Legal Giants 
Will Take Part. 


These two men are Charies F. Booher, 
father of the young prosecuting attor- 
ney, who will have charge of the case for 
the state. On the other side, defending

Both are candidates fur the 
congressional nomination in the fourth 
district, and when pitted against each 
other in this murder trial they will do 
their best. It has been said of Booher 
that he has injured his chances for the 
congressional nomination by the manner in 
which he conducted the trial of Mrs. Addie 
Richardson at Plattsburg, when she was 
tried for the murder of her husband, but 
in justice to Booher it must be stated 
that only his political enemies are mak- 
ing such statements. 

her did not believe that the woman 
was actually guilty of the murder. of her 
husband—nobody believed it, in fact, and 
under the ruling of the court, in the in- 
structions given for murder In the first de- 
gree or acquittal, there was never a pos- 
sibility of convicting Mrs. Richard-on. 
Booher refused to dismiss the casé against 
her, however, when requested to do so by 
the grandjurors who found the indictment 
against the woman. He said it would be 
an unusual actiou—to dismiss a case of 
murder in the first degree, and that the 
public could not be made to understand 
why it was done. ~ 

The mildness of the prosecution, so no- 
ticeable in the trial of Mrs. Richardson, 
will not be one of the characteristics of the 
trial of Fife. :-Booher has been nagged and 
abused so much that he is ready to prose- 
cute with an fron will, and it is admitted 
that no.\man in the*state is a better prose- 
cutor.

\W. Boyd, who feeis that his reputaiion will 
be at sfake iw this trial.

Tex., Feb. 8—News has 
reached the city of a great round-up of 
coyotes by sheepmen in the Salt River 
Valley of Arizona on Friday. More than 
500 coyotes and jack rabbits were surround- 
ed by the hunters, closed in open and 
slaughtered.

an, were used to drive the coyotes into 

e circle of death. The sport was royal 
for the hunters, who ga.hered in large 
numbers to partictpate in the chase. 

The slaughter of the coyotes was ren- 
dered a necessity from the tact that hous- 
ands of them were gathered around the 
Bheep shearing camps. Every win.er, from 
the ranges in the mountains, thousands of 
sheep are brought down into the valley, 
where thev are sheared and where the 
ewes may lamb. This winter a larger num- 
ber than usual are quartered in the valiey, 
and not less than 100,000 sheep have been 
sheared. So many lambs have been’ taken 
by the coyotes that the losses will run 
well up in the thonsands of dollars. Nor 
have the losses been confined to the lambs. 
The coyotes, contrary to their custom and 
coOwardiy natures, frequently pulled down 
the older sheep. 

All the sheep dogs and all the herders 
@vailable: had been unable to step. the 
sidughter. Because of this, the sheep men 
decided to clean out the covotes. Grey- 
hounds bred particularly for coyote cours- 
ing led the chase.

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IN RICHMOND 
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Had Planned to Kidnap Jeff- 
erson Davis. 


SUSPECTED AND ARRESTED 


AFTER A GENERATION HE RE- 
VISITS VIRGINIA CAPITAL. 


Hudson Was Selected by Gen. Butler 
to Kidnap the Southern Leader, 
but Was Himself Put Into 
Castle Thunder. 


RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 8.—A big, broad- 
shouldered man, speaking a linge that be- 
longs only to a Kentuckian, sauntered into 
the state library yesterday morning and 
asked to see the files of Richmond papers 
published during the war. Granted his re- 
quest, he began carefully to peruse the 
publications bearing dates from January 
to April, 1864, until he found a copy of the 
Richmond Examiner of the date of April 
26, 1864. His frank face brightened as he 
read ai articls, under the caption “Spy,’’ 
that told of the escape from Castle Thun- 
der of a Federal spy, Hudson by name. 

It was the same Hudson that was thon 
reading of his own escape. After ss years 
the man who had last been'‘in this city 
aS a prisoner, charged with the blackest 
crime a2 man can commit in time of war 
Siocd reading with proud interest the few 
lines that toid of his escape. 

_ But tiudson was the principal character 
in another war incident ihat was far more 
important to the Confederacy than his 
feavilng, unpardoned, his cell. He was the 
man appointed by Geri. Ben (‘‘Beast’’) 
Butler to Kidnap President Davis and 
bring him into the Federal lines. The ~tan 
miscarried and tiudson, although captured 
45 4 SPY, Was not confronted with the part 
he took in the plot until after the war, 
when the secrets of both sides come to 


light under the protection again of a uni- 
led government. 
A Bold Plan 

Was Outlined. 

The plan that Hudson was to have car- 
ried out was most audacious; it was almost 
impossible. The spy had gained entrance 
to Richmond in the disguise of a Confed- 
erate soldier. He had studied the home 
and public life of the President 
knew the methodical regime of ‘oa 
portant person's everyday life. Gen. But- 
ler ‘was informed of this knowledge that 
Hudson had and he was the very man to 
lead the darecevil expedition. Hudson was 
told to se.ect his associates, and he took 
Seven men :.n whom he had the uttermost 
confidence. They remained true. 

ine pian was to intercept the President 
and his secretary as they left the executive 
mansion at a certain time, gag them and 
throw them in a wagon that was to be 
nearby and throw loose hay over the pair. 
Then the party, with the aid of forged 
passes, was to leave Richmond and as 
quick.y as possible enter the federal lines, 
then within eight miles of Richmond. 

That reads nice in cold type, and for 
the federais wouid have been the saving of 
thousands of dollars and many men. But 
Hudson became too reckless, and before he 
couid carry out the orders of his command- 
er he lost his entry through the iines 
around the city and was forced to flee. 
Nothing daunted, he made another attempt 
to enter the city, an attempt tNat proved 
fatal to the project. By a circuitous route 
Hudson reached Wilmington, N. C., in dis- 
guise and obtained passage on a train over 
the old Wilmington & Weldon Railway to 
this city. While on the train he engaged 
in conversation with Gov. Shorter of Ala- 
bama and his language led the executive 
to suspicion that Hudson was playing a 
false role. A secret service detective was 
also a passenger on the same train, and 
Gov. Shorter told him of the conversation 
he had just had with Hudson, and it was 
decided to arrest the spy. He was bought 
to Castle Thunder in this city. 


The Escape 
From Castle Thunder. 

After a short incarceration in prison, Hud. 
son, through the treachery of a negro em- 
ploye at the castle, obtained a forged pass 
through the confederate lines. After many 
vicissitudes, he reached Mosby's command 


at Front Royal, Va., was sent Qqut as a 
scout a position he desired so that he could 
enter the federal! lines, which he did, and 
later arrived in Wash.ngton. Hudson's idea 
in not joining the federal army around 
Kichmond at the time of his escape, but to 
keep in the confederate lines, was to ac- 
cumulate information for his government. 
lie was an adept at forgery and twice 
s.gned the name of Gen. Winder to passes 
admitting him to the headquarters of the 
confederate commanders. 

Hudson's visit to the city this time is not 
w'thout adventure, as he came near losing 
his grip by leaving it in the care of a dis- 
honest saloonkeeper. The former enemy of 
the confederacy left the grip at the saloon 
Thursday until he could secure a lodging 
place. He went to Zimmerman’s Hotel and 
after registering went back to the saloon 
for the grip. No one there knew of {t, until 
the police put-in an appearance, when the 
grip suddenly appeared. 

Since the war Hudson has lived in the 
mountains of Kentucky, enjoying the ad- 
venturesome life of a mountaineer. He 
maintains a myster.ous silence about his 
present visit, but from his care in collect- 
ing war data it is ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of securing a pension, or else incorpor- 
ating the adventure in a memoir, He spent 
the day sight-seeing and visiting many 
points that were familiar to him during the 
war. None of these attracted his attention 
more than the Jefferson Davis Mansion, at 
Twelfth and Clay, where, had not provi- 
dence miscarried plans he was to enact a 
drama that would have made him famous.

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Now that the corona- 
tion route has been settled, the owners of 
houses which will afford a view of the 
procession are evicting their tenants wher- 
ever possible, as was done at the time 

of Queen Victoria's Jubilee. 

The greatest sufferers are the poor peo- 
ple occupying rooms overlooking the route 
on the squalid streets along the south side 
of the Thames. 

Extensive plans have been prepared al- 
ready for erecting stands alonk the route, 
and ridiculous stories are published of 
colossal prices alleged to have be@m refused | 
by householders at favorable points.

Tom Campbell of Palestine has left nobody 
to oppose Col. Lanham except V. W. Grubbs 
of Greenville, whose candidacy is regarded 
seriously by no one save himself. Mr. 
Grubbs opened his campaign in San Anto- 
nio last week in most ridiculous fashion. 
His plans for a hall went awry and the 
meeting was not advértised. He tried to 
speak in the Alamo, but. was.ordered out 
by the custodian, a woman. He then ad- 
dressed the handful of stragglers whom he 
had collected from the pavement in front 
of the®Cradle of Texas liberty. Col. Lan- 
ham is in Washington, and will probably 
not return to Texas until Congress ad- 
journs. 

There will be scrambles for all the other 
state offices, however. here are two 
or three candidates for lieutenant-governor, 
most of them members of the State n- 
ate. Nearly all present incumbents in 
state offices are candidates for re-election, 
and’ they will be opposed vi usly.

And yet the Armour Institute students 
are not satisfied. They have sudenly dis- 
vovered that they love pie less, but cream 
puffs more. There is more surprise and 
sorrow resulting from the new order than 
there was from the old one, and a declara- 
tion of independence on the food question is 
one of the probabilities in the near future 
at the institute. 

The prohibited list of a week ago included 
coffee as well as pie, and as far as the cof- 
fee is concerned there has been no change. 
It is still under the ban. 

Dr. Gunsaulus refuses to give any reason. 
for the change in the rules. It is under- 
stood, however, that the many complaints 
from the students, who loved ple even bet- 
ter than their lessons, have been effective 
in the matter. Neither will Dr. Gunsaulus 
tell why the cream puffs are now barred, 
except in he same general statement that 
was made before, that too many of them 
are eaten and the students’ digestion sut- 
fers asa result. What other change will be 
made if the demand for the restoration of 
the beloved puffs becomes too strenuous 
is not yet known. 

Pie is not regarded as injurious by all 
professors nor In all institutions of learn- 
ing. At the University of Chicago Dr. Al- 
bert P. Matthews, professor of physiological 
chemistry, said: ‘“‘There is much to be said 
in favor of pie and coffee. ‘Coffee ts warm 


and pie is filling, and 10 cents spent for 
these things satisfies the youthful demand 
without doing any particular harm. There 
are better things, but before pie is barred 
some such substitute as a soup, which 
can be’ had for a reasonable price, should 
be arranged for. The question is principally 
an economic one,’ 

M. Hollister of Northwestern Un!- 
versity said: “‘The tatty particies in pastry 
delay digestion in the starchy part of the 
food, and so we bar pie at the football 
training tables, Coffee is allowed there only 
at breakfast, and in small quantities is not 
considered harmful.’

Police all over the country are looking 
for W. F. Huey, a young man who drew | 
$3200 from the Boatmen’s Bank, Jan. 3, 
on a check, the indorsement of which is 
alleged to have been forged, and has not | 
been seen since by his employers, the A. | 
Leschen & Sons Rope Co. of St. Louis. 

Huey was a confidential clerk for the 
company. His business included the han- 
dling of deposits and the drawing of money 
on checks, for the tse of the office. 

A few weeks ago Henry Lescnen, presi- 
dent of the company, and Charies H. Tuc K- 
er, treasurer, left the city at the _ sam 
time on business. Before going Mr. Tuc Ker 
signed, several blank checks, upon which | 
W. H. Ameriland, the bookkeeper, was to 
draw such funds as might be needed to) 
conduct the business. | 

The mornitg of Jan. 30, Huey went to the) 
tank with a check for $3200, signed by Mr. 
Tucker, the signature undeniably genuine, 
and payable to Mr. Amerland. Huey was 
well known to Cashier Thomson, but the 
cashier requested that he also endorse the | 
check. Huey wrote his name on the back 
and the money was paid over to him. 

When Wuey failed to return to the 
an investigation was made and the com- 
pany learned of the check transaction. Mr. | 
Amer'and dec lared that his name had been 
forged, 

Huey is 28 years old and has a wife and 4 
emall children. The family boarded at 3132 
Washington avenue. Mrs. Huey remained 
two days after the departure of her hus-| 
band and then returned to Springtield, LiL, | 
where her relatfves live.

NEW WAY OF BALING COTTON. 


Test of the Byars Press Proves Satis- 
factory to the Inventor. 

DECATUR, Tex., Feb. 8.—A practical test 
Was made here of what is known as the 
Byars round bale cotton press. The pat- 
ent for this press was obtained by- Edgar 
Byars, a young man raised principally in 
this county. Five or six bales were made, 
ail being about 18 inches in diameter and 
82 inches long, each weighing about 300 
pounds. Mr. Byars says he can make,a 0- 
pound bale of the same dimensions as 
easily as he can make the 300-pounda vale. 
The entire press is of steel and can be con- 
structed at a cost of from $700 to $1000 and 
can be easily hauled on two wagons. The 
bale is made with three rolls each, 18x32 
inches. Two cof the rollers work side by 


side, and the third just above and between 
the other two. The baie is so.id, having 
no core in the middie, As the baie grows 
in the size the roilers, which work in a 
frame contro.ied at the top by hydraulic 
pressure, gradually separate until the bai 
s of the desired size, when it drops out of 
che press. No bagging and ties are needed, 
as the bale does not expand in the least 
after veing pressed.

MODERATE BUYERS NUMEROUS 


Large and Jmportant Realty Compauy 
Formed to Buy and Hold Central

While there were no large real estate 
Geals so far, consummated last week as 
to warrant publication of the facts, there 
are several pearing completion, and the 
market is constantly taking on a stronger 
tone; and the small transactions are in- 
creasing in number all the time.

W. H. Danforth and others 
ferved notice on the builders that flats 
Were a violation of the builidn restric- 
tions, the Clemens Place Protective Asso- 
clation was formed with about 600 members 
to resist the innovation and suit was com- 
menced Feb. 19, 1901, to stop the erection 
of the objectionable structures. The build- 
ers went on resolutely, however, and com- 
pleted the flats at a cost of about $12,000.

WHO DISCOVERED M’KINLEY? 


Governor Nash Says It Was Stewart 
L. Woodford of New York. 

COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 8—At the Ohfo 
State University where exercises com- 
memorative of President McKinley's death 
were held. Gov. Nesh settled the disputed 
question, Who discovered McKinley? It 
was Stewart L. Woodford, who afterwards 
became McKinley's minister to Spain. 

Gov. Nash related an incident showing 
how McKinley was “discovered” as a po- 
litical quantity. It was in the campaign 
of 1°75. Nash was a member of the state 
executive committee. Gov. Stewart L. 
Woodford of New York was one of the out- 
side men brought into the state. He began 
his tour at Cantcn. Some days afterward 
he reached the committee rooms here and 
said. 

“ft do not understand why you brought 
me from New Yerk. By arrangement of 
the loca] committee a young man named 
McKinley spoke with me at Orrville. He 
can make a much better speech than Il, 
and vet I understand your committee does 
not use him.” 

That was the first time any members 
of the state committee had ever heard 
of such e man as McKinley. Thus 27 years 
ago Mckinley was unknown, except to his 
immediate neighbors.

There can be no doubt that the 
present loan expansion represents in part 
the transfer of obligations from

But there is a conviction general in Wall 


street that large loans are being secured 
by syndicates for carrying out new projects. 
It is surmised that the new securities com- 
pany for the control of Metropolitan Street 
Railway may have far-reaching ends look- 
ing to centralized control not only of New 
York transit facilities, but of connecting 
suburban lines. The placing of several 
large issues of railroad bonds during the 


week must also be accounted for. 

The large speculative interests in the market 
have made determined efforts all week to start the 
market and have met with measureable success in 
spite of checks received from several! of the week's 
developments. There js no evidence of a large 
participation by the general public, but it is in- 
variably the rule that the pubile awaits the 
initiative of tle profezsionals or insiders. The pro- 
fessional element in the market has become im- 
pressed with the idea that favorable cond tions 
have accumulated to a sufficient extent toward a 
general upwa movement, and they have been 
busy all week with various manipulative devices 
to move the market upward and thus attract out- 
side buying, After working successfully for half 
a day on Monday, they were met with the post- 
ponement by the Supreme Court of the expected 
decision in the Northern Securities Co. case. The 
morning’s gains melted away in a few minutes. 
On Tuesday the announcement of heavy engage- 
iments of gold for export on Thursday had the same 
effect. These Se pe to be temporary and 
the market broadened and gained considerable 
strength later in the week. 

ere was a comptehensive upward movement 
also in bonds other than of the first grade. This 
movement was cciculated to meet an argument 
often heard that many mortgage securities are 
selling lower than stocks which make the same or 
less return. This has been a potent argument 
for the contention that prices of stocks are al- 
ready too high to warrant a bull movement. 

A feature of the week has also been the senga- 
tional advance in many of the high-grade, divi- 
dend-paying railroad stocks. Very small buying 
sufficed to induce these advances. The most of 
the total issue of such etocks ts closely held 
by investors, and is not for ale at any price, 
so large advances in the bids brimg out but Lit- 
tle stock. 

Much was hoped by the bulls from a decision in 
the Northern Securities case, as the uncertainty 
on that subject is believed to be the principal 
restraining influence on speculative activity. It 
was feared that the postponement of the decision 
for three weeks wculd keep the market dull and 
indifferen’,but the very uncertainty hase been made 
to serve a speculative purpose and has given op- 
portunity for the circulation of many rumoTs on 
the subject, which have helped the advance in 
stocks. 

The project for the formation of a securitics 
company to control the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Co. is the latest instance, and has given 
rise to the supposition that the ultimate control 
of all the Greater New York transit facilities was 
in contemptation. 

Renew attention {is called to the enormous 
amount of capital tied up in last year’s struggle 
for control _ the Northwestern roads and other 
corporations by the present conditiens in the {n- 
ternational exchange market and by a study of 
the annual reports in detail of the New ork 
trust companies. The present export movement of 
gold is clearly for the payment of foreign obli- 
gations which are believed to have been incurred 
last spring during the Northern Pacific struggle. 
These have been partly renewed from time to 
time as the resources of the foreign exchange 
market allowed, and have partly been paid off by 
the gold export movement In the fall. The pres- 
ent ease of the local money market seems to be 
the inducement for paying them off at this time 
as they mature. But the course of the loan ac- 
count of the clearing bouse banks warrants the 
supposition that loans are made in the local mar- 
ket to meet the foreign obligations, thus trans- 
ferring the credits from foreign lenders to do- 
mestic. 

The reports of the New York trust companias 
also reveal an enormous expansion in the item 
of ‘‘loans on collateral’’ on the part of the great 
trust companies most nearly affiliated with the 
great financial groups which were foremost in last 
year’s great projects. The reduction of the Bank 
of England rate of discount this week has given 
rise to some hope that the week’s gold export from 
New York has afforded the needed relief to foreizn 
money markets, but there is also the likelth 
that the bank’s action was based on the confidence 
that the French demand upon London for gold 
ean be successfully diverted again upon New 
York. 

The domestic railmead ctndition seems to con- 
tinue highly prosperous, as shown by the con- 
tinned high level of gross earnings reported from 
week to week, while the next returns for Decem- 
ber of corn carrying railroads show that the shor't- 
age in that traffic has been more than offset by 
growth in general traffic.

In reply to all the questions on this line 
Admiral Walker said he had heen satisfied 
in a general way that the new Panama 
Canal Co. would be capable to pass the 
property to the United States with accept- 
able title, but that he was not a lawyer 
and that he felt satisfied, in case the 
recommendation of the commission to ac- 
cept the Panama route should be favorably 
acted upon by Congress, the President 
would be assured by competent legal advice 
of the ge nuine ness of the title before ac- 
cepting the transfer. ‘‘We only recommend 
the Panama route as practicable and feas- 
ible,’ he said, “by which we mean that we 
considered the engineering proposition as 
pracucable and the diplomatic negotiation 
as feastible.’’ 

He said he had held no negotiations with 
M. Lampre, secretary general of the New 
Panama Co., beyond receiving the proposi- 
tion for sale of the company from him, as 
had been published. He had. however, 
made many inquiries of M. Lampre con- 
cerning his company’s title and had been 
assured by that gentleman that title was 
good. In reply to a question from Senator 
Morgan as to whether the government of 
the United States had instituted any ne- 
Bia relati with the government of Colom- 

la relating to a transfer of the property: 
"Admiral Walker said that he would have 
to refer the senator to the state depart- 
ment; that if he had such tnformation he 
would not be at liberty to divulge it.

It was stated 
that the President felt that his presence 
would be a comfort to Mrs. Roosevelt, 
and that as the critical riod covers the 
next three days he should be near his son. 

It was also stated that thetrip to Massa- 
chusetts is taken on the President's own 
Initiative, and is not due to any alarming 
news which bas reached him concerning 
his son's condition. 

Just before leaving the President received

had slept all the evening and that his con- 
dition appeared quite favorable.

According to the law a violator is liable 
to @ fine of $26 to $100 a day.

It is bigger 
than Mr. Jones’ cigar bill. 

It is a mistaken impression that Jones 
inspects cigar smoke. There are some who 
affect to believe he is a sort of probation of- 
ficer or curfew monitor, going about in- 
specting the thumbs and forefingers of 
school boys to see how many cigarettes 
they smoke per diem and what brands 
they use. 

No, he {s not the official inspector of to- 
bacco smoke. Were that true he would be 
busy visiting offices where ‘“‘No Smoking” 
signs exist, to find out how many mice 
play when the cat is away. 

The sort of smoke Mr. Jones inspects is 
the spectacular smoke which makes St.

Some would get away without being in- 
Spected, and this might cause trouble to 
the human smoke consumers in the city, 
who are entitled to inhale, masticate and 
Swaliow smoke that has been duly inspect- 
ed and stamped as Al. 

There is dire peril in consuming uninspect- 
ed smoke. 

For the convenience of the work, the city 
is divided into four grand smoke districts, 
each of which is presided over by a deputy 
smoke-up man. 7 

District No. 1 takes in Carondelet and runs 
up to within a few blocks of Olive street. 

No. 2 and No, 3 are long and narrow, run- 
hing east and west with Olive street as a 
dividing line. 

No. 4 lles in North St. “outs. 

“The business of the deputies,’”’ says Mr. 
Jones, ‘‘is to find out concerning every boil- 
er used in their districts. Each owner of a 
boiler is asked to fill out a printed form. 
Such information as the capacity of the 
boilers, the working hours of the establish- 
ment, the height and diameter of the 
smokestacks, the class of fuel used and the 
devices employed to abate smoke is re- 
quesied,"’ 


PINK CARD MEANS SMOKE. 

There is a dinky pink card used by the in- 
spector’s office, which is filled out by a 
deputy when he discovers anyone is violat- 
ing the law. On it are stated the date, hour 
and duration of the violation, the volume 
and character of the smoke, the date of 
prior violation, the chdracter of the device, 
if any. used for abatement of smoke, etc. 

“I write a personal letter to the man 
or firm mentioned on each of these pink 
cards,”’ said Inspector Jones, “asking him 
why he is breaking the law. I keep at him 
until he answers me in black and white. 
His reply is filed for reference. 

“The public buildings and most of the 
school buildings are as yet unsupplied with 
smoke consumers. All will be equipped 
shortly. 

“After we have finished with the station- 
ary smokestacks we expect to turn our at- 
tention to railroads and steamboats.” 


TOO MUCH ATMOSPHERE. 

Mr. Jones said he had had much corre- 
spondence with snioke inspectors in other 
cities—Ohicago, Cincinnati! and Cleveland, 
and he finds that St. Louis # handicapped 
by atmospheric conditions.

HE champion linguist of St. Louis 


is Thomas E. Flaherty, 34 years old, a 


draftsman living at 4827 Page boulevard, who speaks eleven tongues and 


reads and writes nineteen. 


This St. Louisan of many tongues speaks and reads English, German, French, 
Spanish, Italian, Russian, Bohemian, Greek, Latin, Portuguese and the Mexican 


dialect of Spanish. He reads, but cannot 
Chinese, Indian and Syriac. 


speak, Arabic, Chaldean, Hittite, Persic, 


Mr. Flaherty has a very modest explanation for his exceptional accomplish- 
inent. He says he likes Janguages. He was fond of them when a boy, and since 
he was 22 years of age he has given an average of an hour of every day to their 
study. He is fond of archeology and intends entering the science professionally, 
so that he has in view a practical application of his linguistic attainments. 


HOMAS E. FLAHERTY of St. Louis 
H is, perhaps, the only living architect 

who could have built the Tower of 
Babel. If there were engaged in the 
erection of this structure workmen*® of 
any tongue so old, so new, so weird 
or so wonderful that Mr. Flaherty 
could not have conversed with them and in- 
structed them in the placing of a brick 
here, or a tile there, it is remarkable, for 
this St. Louis architect understands 19 dif- 
ferent tongues, reaching back from this 
day to that when Nebuchadnezzar and con- 
temporary unpronounceables were kings. 

English, which so many millions of people 
sneak as naturally as birds fly and fishes 
swim, is accredited by Mr. Flaherty wi.h 
being the most difficult of all languages, 
save the Chinese. Latin, with which so 
many school children are wrestling with 
no great assurance of victory, Mr. Flaherty 
accounts the easiest. Italian he compli- 
ments as being the prettiest. 

Mr. Flaherty was born to the English 
tongue, acquired French from early asso- 
ciation, learned Latin and Greek while in 
college, acquired German in business rela- 
tions after his graduation and secured his 
knowledge of the other languages by study 
in leisure hours. He was graduated from 
Washington University 12 years ago and, 
since then, although constantly employed, 
he has chienniaall assiduously his study of 
languages, for which he has a great fond- 
ness. 

He is 34 years old and single. He says he 


expects soon to visit Europe and Asia to 
gratify a taste for antiquarian study and 
collection, which he has been cultivating 
since his university days. He has told the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch how he acquired so 
many tongues.

ROPHET JOSEPH SMITH IN HIS HOME 


Mormon Leader Who Op- 
the Utah Church and 


Claims to Be the Spiritual Heir of His 
Father, Who Founded the Mormon Sect. 


HE 2000 residents of Lamoni, Io., have this winter observed the 20th anniver-

sary of the founding of their little city, like unto which there is not another 
in all these United States. For Lamoni is more than a residence community 


of 2000 souls. It is the head and capital of the Reorganized Church of the Latter 


Day Saints, established by Joseph Smith, 


founder of the Mormon Church, and the 


people living there are Mormans now for a quarter of a century steadfast in their 


faith. 


In Lamoni lives, works and waits another Joseph Smith, the first Mormon’s 
son. He is the head priest of a church with half a million communicants. One of 


his churches is in St. Louis, out on the 


Morganford road. He lives and seems a 


well-to-do farmer. He works every day with the innumerable affairs of his church. 
He waits the second coming of Christ in this place, He is the Joseph of the Jo- 
sephites, in contradistinction from the Brighamites, the cult of Brigham Young. 
The Josephites| neither countenance or practice polygamy. A correspondent of the 


Sunday Post-Dispatch has visited this 
strange story. | 


LAMONI, Io., Feb. 7, 1902.

TYPICAL Iowa country town in De 
A catur County with, tts eleavtors, its 
interlacing of country roads, its 
“depot hotel,"’ board walks, hitching posts 
and small frame houses, is Lamoni, lo., 
where the second Josepn Smith and 200 
of the half million Mormon religionists he 
leads patiently and confidently await the 
return of Jesus Christ. 

The Joseph Smith who reigns in this sin- 
gular little city is the son of the Joseph 
Smiih who not only founded one of the 
most peculiar of religious cults, but who 
gave religion, in his story of the tablets 
taken from the ground at Palmyra, N. Y., 
ene of its most remarkable ramifications. 

When the original Joseph Smith (through 
whom the Book of Mormon was sent, pre- 
sumably by God) was shot to death by an 
infuriated mob of Illinoisans at Carthage 
in 1844 he left two sons, the eldest of whom 
was then a lad 12 years old, Joseph, Jr., 
by name. By the faith which is one of 
the chief charms of the Mormon religion, 
the seer bequeathed to this son his divine 
right to perpetuate the Mormon Church 
and to become prophet of God, in rank 
similar to Joseph, Moses, Abraham and 
John the Baptist, and second only to Jesus 
Christ. This lad of 12 lived with his moth- 
er, the legal and original Mrs. Joseph 
Smith, until he had itnculcated in him the 
teachings of his martyred father; then he 
assumed the leadership, announced him- 
self as a prophet of God, headed the true 
Mormon Church, and, 20 years ago, estab- 
lished himself in Lamont, Io., there to 
gather the elect and saints about him to 
await the second coming of the Christ. 

Joseph Smith is now 69, hale and hearty 
yet, with absolute authority over a strong 
church and rearing a son to whom the title 
of prophet and the head of the church go 
by right of birth. The prophet leads the 
life of any ordinary business man in any 
ordinary little country town of the middle 
West. Every -morning at 6 o'clock he 


rises. and, after a hearty breakfast, walks 


from his home to the office of the “Saint's 


Herald,” the paper of the church, a dis- 


tance of over a mile, and there he works 
all the day. He dresses plainly, almost 
coarsely, looks like a well-to-do farmer, 
and always has an open book of Mormon 
on the desk as he works, dictating his 
eorrespondence and attending to the af- 
fairs of the communicants of his faith. 
Yet this is the man who is looked upon 
as a prophet of God, in direct Hne with 
Moses and Abraham, and who is gather- 
ing the Mormons together where Jesus 
will have no difficulty in finding them 


when he comes. 

The little town of Lamont, with its 2000 | 
inhabitants, is a sacred place to the Mor- 
mons, or communicants of the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, as the full title goes. The Mormon 
settlement here was founded 20 years ago. 
In this little out-of-the-way village dwell 
the heads of the church—Joseph Smith, 
president, “one favored of God, whose 
father blessed and transmitted to him all 


ceiving revelations and performing mira- 
cles, which the elder Smith, the seer,’ pos- 
gessed."’ Here also: is the present presi- 
dent’s brother, Alexander H. Smith, coun- 
Here also is Bishop 
BE. WL. Kelly, third member of the first 
presidency and counselor of the prophet. 
To these three men, plain Iowa farmers 
or country merchants In appearance, dress, 
speech and manners, all true members of 
the church believe that God, through his 
angels, appears and reveals his will and 
pleasures concerning his chosen people. 

From Lamont! go out missionaries to all 
the countries of the known world and isl- 
ands of the explored seas, to convert the 
people to Mormonism. To Lamon! come or 
report all these missionaries, to the prophet 
who controls their destinies. It was under 
the direction of the prophet that this col- 
ony was established in Lamoni in 1881, 
when a committee, consisting of David 
Dancer and Elijah Banta, went from Plana, 
Tll., where they had gone after being driven 
out of Nauvoo, Ill, after a virtual civil 
war, to the prairies of southern Iowa, where 
a company was formed which purchased 
all the land it could secure, This same 
land was afterwards sold to their breth- 
ren, who followed within a few years. 
Forty-seven families went at once. Lamo- 
ni was founded and named after a familiar 
character in the Book of Mormon. Mor- 
mons then went to Lamont within a short 
time by the carioad, and even by the train 
load, from every part of the United States, 
unti] now there are several thousand of 
them living in the town and adjacent coun- 
try; true Mormons, yet not believing t& 
polygamy, denouncing the practice as a 
ain and a crime against God and the Seer 
Smith, and excoriating Brigham Young and 
his western disciples. 

The story of the first Joseph Smith ts 
an historic one for this country, but It is 
comparatively unknown now. The original 
Smith was born fn Sharon, Vt, Dec. 23, 
1305, the son of flliterate and not overly 


meager education and lived the life of an 

inary lad of poor parentage untli he be- 
came 14 years of age, when ho began taking 
@ great interest tn his soul's welfare, join- 
ing several churches, but not being sat- 
isfied with any. Finally, one night, while 
alone tn the woods praying, he claims to 
have received a revelation direct from 
God, through his angels, telling him where 
to go to find the Book of Mormon, the 
Original teachings of God. He was told 


interg¢sting community and written its 


tain spot, he would find the word of God. 


Smith claims to have gone there, as di- 
rected, and, digging down, found a set of 
golden plates, known as Urim and Thur- 
min. This was on Sept. 22, 1827, when he 
found the plates as directed by the angel 
Maron! on Sept. 21, 1823. With the plates 
he claimed to have found two transparent 
stones set in silver bows, with which spec- 
tacles he was enabled to read the Reformed 
Egyptian hieroglyphics. Taking the golden 
plates and spectacles, and hanging a blan- 
ket between him and the gaze of his 
amanuencis to keep the plates from vulgar 
eyes, with the ald of Sidney Rigdon, young 
Smith translated the Book of Mormon 
and founded the Mormon Church. 

With this Book of Mormon, Smith or- 
ganized the Mormon Church at Manchester, 
N. Y., April 6, 1830, when he was only 2 
years of age. The church removed to 
Kirtland, O., later, then to Far West, Mo., 
and finally to Nauvoo, IIl., where it flour- 
ished and was at the height of Its power 
when dissensions came (it is claimed by 
Smith's enemies as a result of his polyga- 
mous teachings), and a mob attacked him 
and his brother Hyrum in the jail at Car- 
thage, Ill., where they had been taken for 
safe keeping. The seer was killed. 

The remainder of the story is best told 
in the words of the present prophet and 
president, as he sits at his desk in the 
Herald office, at Lamoni, with an open 
Book of Mormon and hundreds of unan- 
swered letters before him, a prosperous 
country merchant, apparently; a prophet 
of God, supposedly: 


By JOSEPH SMITH. 


HOULD I be given immortality I can 
never forget that day when my fa- 
ther gave up his life for his faith, 

back in the Carthage jail. It was in June, 
1844 We had been living in prosperity 
and peace at Nauvoo for many years. l 
was born in Kirtland, O., where my father 


had established a temple and where we 
still hold valuable property, on Nov. 6, 
1832; so I was a lad almost 12 when the 


seer’s end came. A paper called the “Ex- 
positor’” was started by enemies at Nau- 
voo, and they accused the prophet of the 
most heinous crimes. They charged him 
with teaching and practicing polygamy 
when nothing was further from the truth, 
as I will prove to you in a minute. The 
plant of the Expositor was destroyed and 
the seer was charged with that also. His 
life was in danger, and civil war seemed 
imminent, for the Illinois milHtary was 
called upon by enemies of the church. 
Then the prophet and his brother Hyrum 
surrendered themselves and were taken to 
the Carthage jail for safe keeping. Feel- 
ing was intense. The jail was stormed, 
and, in the attack, the prophet was wan- 
tonly murdered. 

I was at home with my mother when the 
news came. I will never forget her grief. 
Even as a lad of 12 I realized what that 
death meant to me. Some time before the 
prophet had called me to him, and, laying 
his hands on my head, had blessed me and 
said that I was his posterity to carry on 
his work, and that God would direct me 
what to do. I was a mere lad, but I re- 
member the solemnity of the occasion. The 
day the news came of the prophet’s mur- 
der, my mother bore up bravely. She 
called me to her, and, throwing her arms 
about me, sobbed a minute and then said 
bravely: 

“My son Joseph, my prophet Joseph, it 
is you who must carry on the work of 
your dear father. Never forget his teach- 
ings, never depart from his ways.” 

And that has been the mission of my 
life. The church under me is the true 
church. Brigham Young and the Utah 
branch are interlopers. Even the courts 
have decided this. We sued to recover the 
Temple property at Kirtland, O., claiming 
it in direct line of succession from the 
seer, and the courts gave us the property. 
In a vision in the church one day I fore- 
told this, and it happened exactly as I pre- 
dicted. é 

In the book of doctrine and covenants of 
the Mormon faith the Lord said to Jo- 
seph, the seer: ‘‘Therefore, thus saith the 
Lord unto you with whom the priesthood 
hath continued through the lineage of your 
fathers—for ye are lawful heirs according 
to the flesh and have been hid from the 
worid with Christ in God—therefore, your 
life and the priesthood hath remained, 
and must needs remain through you and 
your lineage until the restoration of all 
things spoken by the mouths of all the 
holy prophets since the world began.” 

Isn't that conclusive enough to estab- 
lish me over Brigham Young and his kin? 
But again the Lord said to the seer, wnen 
he was establishing the Nauvoo house: 
“Let it be built in my name and let my 
name be named upon it, and let my ser- 
vant, Joseph, and his house have place 
therein from generation to generation; for 
this annointing have I put upon his head, 
that his blessing shall also be upon the 
head of his posterity after him; and as 
I said unto Abraham concerning the kin- 
dreds of the earth, even so I say unto my 
servant, Joseph, in thee, and in thy seed, 
shall the kindred of the earth be blessed.” 

The charge has been made against my 
father that he practiced, countenanced and 
taught polygamy. This is false. He did 
just the contrary. He preached against 
polygamy. Polygamy was made a part 
of Mormonism illegally by Brigham Young 
in 1852, to cover his own sins. It was not 
voted upon by the church, as required by 
the church law; it was Young’s persona] 
scheme, solely and simply.

BORGH GREGORY SMITH, a 8t. 
Louisan, who is one of the owners 
and operators of the plant which 

furnishes Florence, Italy, with electric pqow- 
er and light, has purchased for $30,000 and 
lives in the Villa Bel Riposo, a white, ce- 
ment-covered brick mansion of @ rooms, 
built three miles northeast of Florence in 
1255 by the Count Accaull. 

The Villa Bel Riposo is charming both for 
what tt is and what it has been. On its 
68 acres of surrounding grounds are or- 
chards of olives, vineyards, gardens rich 
in magnolias, firs, balm of Gilead trees 
and oleanders, and fields bearing wheat. 
The villa itself is sound and stately despite 
its 7 years. And it is lacking nothing to 
make {ft a genuine Italian villa of a long 
time ago, for one of Mr. Smith’s first dis- 
coveries in it was a secret chamber con- 
taining the bones of a woman and child 
who had been sealed in there in life during 
the 400 years in which the villa was the 
property of the Salviati family, one of the 
daughters of which was thus horribly pe- 
nalized for marrying against the will of 
her family. 

George Gregory Smith and his family 
have now been Hving in the Florentine 
Villa Bel Riposo four years. They are 
charmed with the old place, and take de- 
light in entertaining their American friends 
in this old mansion which a count of Italy 
bullt two centuries and a half before Co- 
lumbus discovered America. 

The Villa Bel Riposo has always been so 
named. Count Accaoull, who built it, 
made it a very pretentious place, and it 
has always continued so, being even now of 
pretentious appearance because of the love- 
liness of its gardens and the cleanliness of 
the white cement with which ifts brick walls 
are veneered. The Count Accaouli lived in 
it but a short while. He sold it to the Sig- 
nor Salviati, an Iitalian aristocrat whose 
family possessed it for 400 years. From the 
house of Salviati it passed to the Angellis, 
who held it 200 years and then sold it to an 
English woman, who owned it nine yeara 
It was from her that Mr. Smith made his 
purchase for $30,000. 


Mr. Smith pays much attention to his 
gardens and lands, His olive orchards yield 
a great many olives; and he presses these 
on the place and uses the oi] in Meu of lard. 
He has wheat fields, fine vineyards and rich 
gardens, and he is quite content to be an 
Italian farmer and gardener tn addition to 
looking after his buisiness in Florence. 

The story of the sealed room is a grew- 
some tale. It had never been opened by the 
persons owning the villa since it passed out 
of the hands of the Salviatis, though they 
knew it was there. Mr. Smith and his 
family were not content to keep it sealed. 
They opened it, and there they found the 
bones of a young woman and a little child. 
From this discovery developed an old story 
of the villa. In the days when the Bel 
Riposo was yet a new place, a daughter 
of the Salviatis had loved a young man of 
Florence. Her family was too poor to raise 
the necessary marriage dowry, so they 
placed the young woman in a-convent. She 
escaped and married her lover. Her family 
called the cardinal and held council to de- 
termine upon punishment. She was sen- 
tenced to be buried alive. So the sealed 
chamber was prepared, and into this the 
young mother and her child were thrust to 
die. The seal was of brick, and had never

B HAVE studied the problem of in- 
terurban electric. transportation 

in all its phases, and have made 

the comfort and convenience of our patrons 
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our first consideration. The cars are run 
on railroad time and are rarely more than 
two or three minutes off schedule. Our 
winter cars. are kept warm,. and our sum- 
mer cars are cool and clean. Safety of 
travel at night has received earnest study, 
and we assure this very effectively with a 
8000 candle power electric headlight, which 
shows the way a half mile up the track, 
practically eliminating possibility of a col- 
lision. 

The telephones with which our cars are

A remarkable case was that of a regular 
who probably had another name, but who 
was known familiarly by his comrades as 
Texas. He was a big fellow, who had seen 
hard service and had run the gamut of the 
liquors of this country from mescal to old 
rye and escaped unscathed. He was quar- 
tered with a squad on the outskirts of 
Manila in one of several shacks. This was 
in the dangerous days of that city, when 
trouble was looked for from within its con- 
fines as well as from without. It was severe 
guard duty, with nothing to do exxcep: look 
down the burning road until the eyes grew 
red or pace his allotted space of sentry-go 
until Texas’ heavy heels had worn a path 
to the next guard. From a jovial fellow he 
became strangely silent with the bitter 
monotony of it all, but his mates put it 
down to their implacable enemy, home- 
sickness. When they spoke to him he re- 
plied with curses, and he answered his 
Captain sullenly. 

One night there was a scréam from a 
shack near by, where a woman kept a 
small store, principally of frufts, but with 
the inevitable bottle of vino to be had. 
Texas was the first man of the guard to get 
there, and let go his Krag-Jorgensen 
several times into the night at what he 
sald was a fiying Ggure of a man. The 
frightened woman she had been awak- 
ened by the ewaying of the thatched roof 
of her shack, as if some heavy body were 
up there tearing it apart. Then she heard 
some one drop softly to the floor of her 
storeroom and screamed. She saw q man 
go back through the roof as nimbly as a 
monkey, and a bottle of vino was gone. She 


gie garment was torn from neck to waist, 
but it was not known until afterward that 
the fellow had choked her. When asked if 
a soldier or native had attacked her, she 
tremblingly said, with a strange look at 
Texas, that it was a native. She disap- 
peared the next day, abandoning her store 
and all its contents. 

In the same company with Texas was a 
chunky little sergeant who kept a quiet eye 
on the big westerner after that. They had 
been ffiends, and nothing was thought of 
it when the sergeant removed his quarters 
to the same shack occupied by Texas and 
his comrades. The big fellow resented the 
closer scrutiny of the sergeant and they 
quarreled, with the Texan doing all of the 
quarreling. This was against all discipline, 
but the sergeant interceded for his former 
friend and punishment was averted for a 
time. Shortly after that Texas forgot to 
take a shell out of his Krag when return- 
ing from guard duty. It seemed to jam, 
and when yanking at it impatiently it ex- 
ploded. The bullet ripped through the 
shack wall and passed within an inch of 
the sergeant’s head. He was swinging idly 
on a hammock *outside. 

As Texas ran out of the shack, exclaim- 
ing that he feared he had hurt some one, 
the sergeant laid him over with a gun 
stock, and then sent for the surgeon. Texas 
was sitting up smiling at the sergeant when 
the surgeon took a quick look at his eyes. 
‘Vino,” he eaid, and told the captain that 
Texas probably had been both drunk and 
crasy for a month. The little sergeant had 
known it all the time, but hoped to save 
his friend, and almost lost his own life in 
the effort. Once in the guard house the big 
westerner’s mind snapped completely. His 
once amiable disposition gave way to hom- 
icidal tendency, which finally '§ turned 
against himself and he committed suicide. 

It ig the opinion of experts who have 
looked into vino drinking as a disease that 
the natives put some peculiar drug in it, 
either an oil extracted from the Nipa nut 
or some vegetable drug of which they only 
know the secret. As an illustration of the 
hold the habit gets on a man, the story 
is told of a soldier who served for two 
years in the Philippines, in active service, 
but with gun unloaded except with the most 
peculiar charge ever thrust into a Krag. 
He became one of the first victims of vino, 
but “his deportment was so excellent that 
his superiors could not make any direct 
charge against him. The best they could 
do was to take every precaution that he 
should not get a drink of the stuff, 

He recognized his weakness, and sub- 
mitted meekly to a daily search of ali his 
belongings. This delicate duty was in- 
trusted to his mate, who knew the man 
was well worth saving. Despite every pre- 
caution, in barracks or in the field in active 
search of an enemy, that queer, set look 
in the eyes showing a brain inflamed con- 
tinued. He steadily said that he was not 
drinking, and his bunkie, who honestly 
searched all of Lis belongings time after 
time, was forced to say that he simply 
could not be drinking, as there positively 
was no vino to be found anywhere. 

On one occasion, in a running fight with 
the insurgents, the soldier in question was 
complimented personally by his colonel for 
making a brave charge on a group of bolo- 


who hada watched his mate’s charge with” 
admiring but curious eyes, made a furtive 
examination of that jammed Krag. It was 
a storehouse of vino, and the most formida- 
ble gun to its possessor that ever cracked 
a boloman’s head. The plate and spring 
where the shells should have been had 
been removed, and a flat bottle filled with 
vino lay snugly in their place. In addition, 
a rubber cork from a medicine bottle had 
been jammed down the barrel to the breech. 
The barrel then had been filled with the 
poison and another cork preésed into the 
muzzie until it was just out of sight. 
Evidently the big drink in the barre) of 
the weapon was intended as an emergency 
ration, when in the field far from a new 
supply of vino. The soldiers who discov- 
ered this strange weapon at first were at a 
loss as to how the liquor could be got out 
of the barrel. The vino victim showed him 
by taking his ramrod and pressing on the 
lower cork, at the same time holding the 
gun upright. The cork in the muzle flew 
out with a pop, and there was the vino. 
To the credit of the brave soldier with the 


‘vino loaded gun it can be said that after 


thirty days under guard he recovered his 
senses and showed that he knew wel] how 
to shoot that long silent and much abused 
Krag. But these are only a few of the 
milder instances of what’ vino will do with 
@ man. : 

Capt. Frank H. Lawton, who returned 
from the Philippines a couple of weeks ago, 
and now in Washington, had excellent op- 
porturnities to observe the workings of 
this peculiar drink in its various forms. 
After service in Cuba he was sent to the 
Philippines with the Twenty-first Regiment 
and remained there more than three years. 
For one year he was provost judge of Ma- 
nila, and in that position saw much of the 
weird work of the native drinks. He talked 
to the Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent 
of vino.

T* word vino properly means wine, 
but in the islands it is applied spe- 
cifically to a sort of toddy distilled 
from the sap of the Nipa palm. It is a pois- 
on with alcohol in it; that's about what it 
is. No alcohol distilled from the Nipa could 
have such an effect on the brain as does 
vino, unless some drug were added to it. 
I think this drug may be extracted from 
the oil of the Nipa nut, but I have never 
been able to find out what it is. Anyway, 
whatever it is, it does the business. When 
acting as provost judge I have seen many 
a bottie of ft placed on my desk after being 
taken from a prisofer. When they start 
out with a bottle of it they generally land 
under guard before it is all gone, the stuff 
is so powerful. 

Vino proper is a colorless liquid with a 
pungent and not unpleasant tasie, but it is 
mixed frequently with other drinks under 
various names. I should estimate that it 
is about five times the strength of whisky, 


that {s committed tn the Philippines by our 
men, its done when they are under the in- 
fluence of vino, and yirtually are out of 
their minds. When they get hold of it our 
men, not realizing its strength, drink the 
poison as if it were whisky. There are 
reguiar distilleries and breweries and regu- 
lar wine cellars there, but the pojsonous 
vino is made by natives tn the outlying 
districts In large quantities and with the 
crudest of plants. 

Strangely enough, the natives are singu- 
larly absteminous when it comes to vino. 
Probably they know and are afraid of the 
stuff. In all my experience of more thaff a 
year as provost judge, I had no more than 
six natives before me for drunkenness. The 
Chinamen, too, are shy of it, and I remem- 
ber of trying only one on that charge. 
It isn’t that the natives and Chinese are 
too poor, but because they either are nat- 
urally absteminous or get there vino jags 
somewhere in hiding. Of course, many of 
the soldiers brought before me would say 
they hadn't been drinking, but I believe 
half of them meant it,-as they wouldn't call 
taking two glassesof whisky drinking. 
They forgot they were up against vino, 
though. At first the officers blamed the 
climate and homesickness, and everything 
cisé for the extraordinary actions of some 
of their men, but they were not long in 
learning the real cause, and vino was soon 
on the blacklist. It was some time before 
general orders were issued, but they had to 
come. 

The Chinese there are responsible for a 
large part of the trouble They make a great 
deal. of the spirits there, and put them 
out in all sorts of colors and under several 
different names. I remember once when 
the Twenty-first’s men were ordered to 
make a raid on a still in the country run 
by a Chinaman. We found there two big 
vats full of spirits, and cases upon cases of 
empty bottles. These bottles once had con- 
tained American or Scotch whiskies, and 

here he got them nobody knewsa From 

ese two vats he was filling bottles, show- 
ing that he had for sale five different 
brands of American whiskies, but they 
were the wickedest spirits man ever tasted. 
They were colored so as to resemble the 
different brands and tusted a little like 
them, for the Chinese are great imitators. 
But the effect of all was the same, and 
pointed conclusively to that same old vino 
as a base. That was what caused the raid 
and that Chinaman to tear out his queue 
by the roots. 

We detected another trick by the Chi- 
nese, but it was only after a good many 
men had gone to the guardhouse for in- 
duiging in vino vagaries. They swore they 
only had taken one or two drinks of good 
old American whisky after breaking the 
seal on the bottle. They had wittiesses to 
testify to this, and the thing was a puzzie 
until some one found out the Chinese trick. 
Knowing that the men preferred familiar 
brands and would pay high prices for home 
whiskies, where they would shy at the na- 
tive poisons, a couple of wealthy Chinamen 
brought in a great quantity of case goods 

this country. Then they drilled a hole 
in the bottom of each bottle and took out 
whisky, which, of course, they could 


them then blew a bead of glass into the 
hole, filling it up so neatly that it eould be 
detected only by the closet scrutiny. That 
gave them the original bottles with un- 
broken seals, which they offered at prices 
below that paid at home. 


Now you must remember that with all 
the trouble over vino and all the graver 
crimes committed when under its influence 
the men are not entirely to blame. A drink. 
er will drink no matter where he is, and, as 
a fact, the doctors in the Philippines ad- 
vise a little stimulant. The tricky natives 
and trickier Chinese are always ready to 
smuggle a bottle through the lines, and 
then there are the many litte stores with 
the eternal bottle of vino on the shelf. 
These stores are everywhere, as is the 
liquor, and just such strict orders as have 
been issued are required to stop the sale 
of the poison and encourage the bringing 
in of pure homemade goods. 

For the reason that a man who fears 
a visit from the dengue ‘‘breakbone” fever, 
or is in the grip of nostalgia, is entitled 
to his little nip when off duty, the regula- 
tions have not been pressed too severely 
where the first slip is made. But where a 
vino fiend ts to be dealt with extreme 
measures are taken, both for his own good 
and for the good of the service. For the 
first offense the usual sentence is 10 or 
15 days or a fine of $10. The second 
time the offender gets a month's imprison- 
ment, and is fined a month's pay, for 
things are getting serious then. Three 
more times he may come up for mere 
drunkenness and will be dealt with com- 
paratively lightly. The sixth time, how- 
ever, dubs him as a vino fiend, and it is 
lucky for him if he has not committed 
some deed of violence by that time. He 
then may receive a dishonorable discharge 
with one or two years’ imprisonment in 
addition. This, of course, is for serious 
cases, and by that time the case is serious, 
for it is evident that vine has a hold on 
him. 


The first effect of this native poison is 
exhililarating, but the second is hard to 
describe, as it varies in each man. 
become grave and somo gay. They don 
stagger then, but show their condition in 
their eyes. The after effects are the worst 
imaginable, Where he might laughingly 
defy an officer a short time .before, or do 
some extraordinary foolish thing, his 
nerves suddenly give way and he thakes 
like a leaf. If he keeps on drinking, 
comparatively short time he gets 
rors, and a man in the throes of 
deliriums is not a pleasant thing to 
When he recovers his stomach ts in

The Sunday Post-Dispatch has solicited. upon this interesting question, the 
views of two of St. Louis’ prominent professional men., One of these is James 


L. Blair, who was raised in St Louis 


and has now a country home 12 miles 


out of the city, and Frederick W. Lehmann, who was raised in a country town 


and came to St. Louis after maturity.

tlemen are included the views of Prof. De Garmo, Richard !.e Galliene, an Eng- 
lish author, who makes some very spirited remarks along this line in his “Trav- 


els in England” and Lewis Nixon,

Until very recent times the difference be-

been very marked, and no doubt that is one

ing time, but comparatively little reason- 
ing or research to the exclusion of 
opportunities for careful thinking; hence, 
the funadmental principles find less secure 
lodgment in his mind and are obscured in 
the mesh of detail. 

What has been said applies, however, only 
to the average case, for there can be no 
doubt that the youth who its city bred and 
who enjoys better than the average op- 
portunities of living, associations and train- 
ing, has decided advantages over the coun- 
tryman, for he has the added advantage of 
friction with other minds, equally bright 
or superior, which is one of the best stim- 
ulants to intellectual growth. 

If I had to choose between the alternatives 
of being brought up and educated in the 
country or a large city I should elect the 
former, assuming even that I should enjoy 
only the average opportunities under 
either condition; and this for the reason 
that the country youth nas, as aiready stat- 
ed, far better opportunities than ever be- 
fore and those opportunities are constantly 
increasing. And I think the one advantage 
which he has over the resident of a city 
is that he has the time to acquire and is 
more apt to form habits of reflection, 
whereby he is enabled to co-ordinate his 
knowledge and develop his reasoning facul- 
ties. The city youth is much too apt to 
have his mind filled with a great mass of 
facts and information, most of which is of 
no value. There are so many things of 
an ephemeral nature which he not only 
does not try to remembyr, but even en- 
deavors to forget; this weakens the faculty 
of memory and deprives him of one of his 
best intellectual equipments. The country 
boy sees fewer things, knows fewer facts, 
but what he hears and sees sinks into his 
mind and he learns what is of inestimable 
value, that is to say the inter-relJation of 
things. By this he acquires knowledge and 
the faculty of using it, the chief elements 
of success. He becomes a man of action 
and thus avoids the obscurity into which 
his city brother falls because the latter is 
so often only a

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HE close inter-relations of royal fami~ 
lies in Europe is well illustrated in 
the case of Prince enry of Ger- 

many, who comes to 8t. Louis next month. 

The prince is himself the brother of Em- 
peror William Il of Germany, the nephew 
of King Edward VII of England and the 
brother-in-law of Czar Nicholas II of Rus- 
sia. His wife, the Princess Irene, is her 
husband’s first cousin, sister of the Czarina 
of Russta, cousin of the Emperor of Ger- 
many and niece of the King of England. 

Prince Henry was the third child of the 
Empress Frederic, who was the oldest of 
the children of Queen Victoria He was 
born Aux. 14, 1862. His father was the Em- 
peror Frederic III of Gefmany. His name 
is Albert Wilhelm Heinrich. He is a K. G. 
(Knight of the Garter), a G. C. B. (Grand 
Cross of the Bath), an admiral In the Ger- 
man fleet and a Major-General in the Prus- 
sian army. 

Prince Henry was one of eight children 
of the Emperor Frederic Ii] and the Em- 
press Frederic. Two of these, Prince Sig- 
ismund and Prince Joachim Friedrich Er- 
nest Waldemar of Prussia, are dead, the 
former living but two years and the latter 
ll years. The prince has an older siscer 
and three younger sisters. They are the 
Princess Victoria Elizabeth Auguste 
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the Bath aril a son of Duke Georg II by 
his marriage; the Princess Friederike 
Amalie Wilhelmine Victoria. of Prussia, 
now the Princess Adolphus of Schaumberg- 
Lipp® and wife of Prince Adolph Wilhelm 
Victor of Schaumberg-Lippé, knight of the 
Grand Cross Bath and regent of the prin- 
cipality of Lippe; the Princess Sophie 
Dorothea Ulrike Alice of Prussia, the wife 
of Constantine, Duke of Sparta, Prince 
Royal of Greece, and Princess Margaret 
Beatrice Feodora of Prussia, the wife of 
Prince Friederich Carl Ludwig Constantine 
of Hesse, son of the late Friedrich, Land- 
grave of Hesse. 


The Princess Irene, wife of the man who 
is coming to St. Louis, is one of the seven 
children of the Princess Alice, Grand 
Duchess of Hesse, third child of Queen 
Victoria of England, and a royal! lady cele- 
brated for her clevernes and loveliness of 
character. The princess’ father was Louis, 
‘Grand Duke of Hesse and on the Rhine. 
England granted him title of royal high- 
nss in 1862. 

The princess has three sisters, the wife 
of Emperor Nicholas II of Russia, the wife 
of the Grand Duke Seigtus of » Russia, 
uncle of the Czar, governor-general of 
Moscow and major-genera!l in the Russian 

rmy, and the wife of Louis, Prince of 
Battenberg, one of the senior captains of 
the British Mediterranean squadron. She 
has also a brother, Ernest Louls, reigning

Princess Irene was known in her youth 
as the friedenskind, or child of peace. She 
was born in 1866 during the war between 
Prussia and Austria and was christened 
just after the termination of hostilities. Her 
father, Prince Louls of Hesse was so over- 
joyed with the ending of the war between 
royal relatives that he caused his little 
daughter to be christened while part of the 
Hessian cavalry brigade under his com- 
mand stood sponser for the child. So that 
Princess Irene had some 4000 god fathers, a 
great many more than were ever possessed 
by a princess of this or any other family. 
The princess was 12 years old when her 
mother died and she and her three aisters 
were taken by their grandmother, Queen 
Victoria, and their aunt, Empress Frederick 
of Germany, and the greater portion of 
their girlhood was spent in England and 
Germany.

Lease Now in This 
Country Was Written 
9000 Years Before Christ 


HE oldest document ever written 
by human hand has been brought 


to the United States. It is a lease’ 


of lands and flocks drawn up in Baby- 


$= lonia 6902 years ago, or almost a thou- 
-* Sand years, according to biblical chronol- 


ogy. before the creation of earth. 

Such is the assurance to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch of Huga Radau of Water- 
loo, Ill, who sends for publication an 
exact size copy of the inscription. It has 
mever before been printed. Mr. Radau, 
who sends it, is an Assyriologist edu- 
cated in prominent universities of the 
United States and Europe and author of 
“History of Early Babvlonia,” published 
through the Oxford University press. He 
is a native of Germany, 29 years of age, 
and at one time studied in St. Louis. He 


has been an honorary fellow in Assyriol- 


Ogy under Prof. Helprecht at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and studied in

HE oldest of all documents is on &a 

| black stone preserved in the General 
Theological Seminary, New York

year of my reign I did a certain thing.” 
In some cases both methods were com- 
bined. In the black obelisk of Shalmanas- 
sar, now In the British Museum, we read 
(in line 20) “in the beginning of my king- 
ship,” (in line 26) “‘in the first year of my 
reign,” (in line 32 ‘in the second year of my 
reign,”’ (in line 85) “in the third year of my 
reign,”’ but in line 45 he does not say “in 
the fourth year of my reign,” but “‘in the 
eponym of Dain-Ashur I did” such and 
such a thing. Hence the eponym of Dain- 
Ashur ts identical with the fourth year of 
Shalmanassar’s reign. Porbably as many 
as 30 different officers could be eponyms. 
When the !ist was exhausted the series 
were commenced anew. This series was 
headed by the king; then came the tartan, 
then the military commander, the chief of 
the palace, and so on. This lists of 
eponyms were kept with the greatest regu- 
larity. A new reign was marked off from a 
preceding one by a dividing line. Seven such 
canons have been brought to light. Unfor- 
tunately, none is complete, but in many 
cases they confirm and supplement each 
other. Some of these canons only give the 
names of the eponyms that followed in an 
unbroken line; others are accompanied by 
brief historical notices of some event or 
events. which occurred each year. These 
brief notices, curiously enough, became the 
means of reducing Assyrian chronology to 
exact terms with our own. If we succeed 
in fixing precisely the date of one eponym, 
we can fix all the others which precede or 
follow, providing the line is unbroken. 

The remarkable statement which gives us 
the key to the whole Assyrian chronology 
runs thus: “‘Pur-Sagale of ve land of Go- 
San (Sc. is eponym). Reveolt of the City of 
Ashur. In the month of Sivan the sun suf- 


fered an eclipse.’ This eclipse has been 
calculated to be that which occurred on 
June 15, 763 B. C., and this Gate has been 
universally accepted as that of the eponym., 
Pur-Sagale was the eighth eponym in the 
reign of Ashurdanan, King of Assyria. Con. 
sequently King Ashurdanan began to reign 
in the year i71 B. C. Having now fixed the 
date of our king, we can, with the help of 
the list of kings and other inscriptions, de- 
termine the daies of all the others. 

The list of kings is remarkable in more 
Ways than one. It enumerates all the 
Kings that have ever ruled over Babylonia, 
tella us how many years they reigned 
whether one was the son of the other, and 
to what dynasty the) belonged. At the end 
of the dynasty it sums up the years of the 
reigns and the number ot! Kings of that spe- 
cific dynasty, Hence we read at the end or 
the first dynasty: Three hundred and five 
years, 11 Kingz, dynasty of babyion; at the 
end of the second, 368 years, i) kings, dy- 
nasty of Shesh-i.u; at the end of che third, 
676 years, § months, #6 kings, dynasty of the 


Kassites. You can see from this how accu- 
rately tyla list was kept and how trugy;. 
worthy it therefore is. Thus we Aye i 
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biblical chronology gives it, about 1900 B. 
C., but at 2300 B. C.—a difference! Fur- 
thermore, we can also determine accurately 
the reign of Nubi-Naid, the Nabonid of the 
Greek writers. He reigned 6565-539 B. C, 
This King mentions in one of his inscrip- 
tions a certain Naram-Sin, the son of 
Shargena. That inscription being of the 
greatest historica] importance, I shall give 
it here: 


“For Shamash, the judge of heaven and 
earth, Ebarra, his temple, which is in BSip- 
par, and which Nebuchadnezzar, a former 
King, had built, and whose old foundation 
stone he had sought but not found—that 
temple he had built, and, after 4 years, 
the walls of that temple had fallen down. 
I was frightened and trembled, was terri- 
fied, and my face became confused. I 
caused Shamash to go out from it, making 
him to dwell in another house. I tore down 
that temple, and looked for its old founda- 
tion stone. Highteen cubits of ground I re- 
moved, and the foundation stone of the 
Na-ra-am-Sin, the son of Shargena, which 
during 3200 years no King that went before 
me had found—Shamash showed to me.” 

In this inscription Naram-Sin, the son of 
Shargena, is said to have lived 3200 years 
before Nabu-Naid. This statement would 
put the date of Naram-Sin at 3750 B. C. Did 
Naram-Sin really exist, and was he indeed 
the son of a certain Shargena? Upon thesé 
questions we must answer with an unre- 
served yes. Thanks to the excavations 
made at Telloh, Nippur and Susa, we are 
able to remove any doubt which possibly 
might exist with regard to the trustworth- 
iness of Nabu-Nald’s statement. Figure 1 
in the illustration represents a stele of 
Naram-Sin which was found in Susa, the 
capital of the Elamites, April 6, 1898 It 
represents, as the somewhat mutilated in- 
scription tells us, Naram-Sin himself, how 
he pursues the united forces of the Lulubt 
and the Sidur up to mountainous forests of 
Armenia, while the stars of heaven, fa- 
vorable to @is mighty arms, proclaim his 
victory. Of especial interest, however, is 
the other Inscription engraved on the top 
of the mountain as our picture shows It. 
It is written in the Blamitic language, and 
tells how it happened that the stele of 
Naram-Sin, who was King of Agade in 
Rabylonia, came to be transported to Susa, 
the capital of Elam. 

“JT, Shautruk-Nahunte, son of Halludush- 
Enshushinak, the mighty hero, the be- 
loved of Enshushinak, the mighty King of 
Ansam and Susa, the brave one, the great 
leader of the Hapirti, the captain of the 
Hapirti of Enshushinak (the god of Susa), 
the god of my heart having alded me, in 
the city of Sippar, the stele of King Naram- 
Sin himself, I found and made the Hapirti 
to seize it and transported it to Susa and 
dedicated it to Enshushinak, the god of 
my heart.” 

Therefore, the stele originally Intended 
to proclaim the mighty victories of Naram- 
sin, was taken captive by a later Elamitic 
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prominent figures from the middle chap-< 
ter of the early history of Babylonia. Be- 
fore them there ruled in Babylonia the so- 
called first dynasty of Ur, the Kings of 
Kish, and the patesi of Shirpuria. Of 
these the most prominent place must be 
assigned to a certain H-an-na-tum, brother 
of En-na-na-tum I, son of A-kur-gal, all be- 
ing patesis of Shirpuria or Legash. E-an-na- 
tum lived at about 4200 B. C. Figure 2, @ 
fragment of the so-called stele of Vultures, 
represents “E-na-na-num, the one who sub- 
dues all the lands for Nimgursu, at the 
head of his army, forming a close phalanx 
and marching victoriously over the corpses 
of his enemies, the people of Gish-hu.. That 
stele was erected, as the inscription tells 
us, after E-na-na-tum’s victory over the 
Gish-hunites, when the latter were made to 
swear by six different gods “never again 
to pass the boundaries of the territory of 
Shirpurla.” The upper column of the in- 
scription visible on our fragment refers to 
just this swearing. There we read: 

“On the day when they (the 
Gishhu) should cross over

One of the most interesting parts of the 
inscription of the Stele of Vultures is con- 
tained in the second half of the column vis- 
ible at the bottom of our fragment. There 
Eannatum tells us that all that he is and 
has was given him by his favored gods: 
“Eannatum, 

King 

of Shirpurla, 

to whom power was given 

by Bel, 

who was nourished with the milk of life 
by Nimharsag 

who was called 

by Annananna, 

to whom intelligence was given 

by Enki, 

who was chosen by the heart of Nina.” 

It indeed fills us with awe and rever- 
ence when we look upon this fragment and 
admire its art and language. We cannot 
help thinking that in Shirpuria civilization 
must have been far advanced, so far ad- 
vanced ds to foree upon us the conclusion 
that several centuries must have elapsed 
before men could have reached this stage 
of civilization. 

The grandfather of Eannatum was Uur- 
Nina, who founded this most celebrated 


dynasty of early Babylonia. But 
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preserved in the University of Pennsylva- 
nia. He must be placed somewhere at 
ebout 4500 B. C.4y He calle himself ‘‘Lord 
of Kengi,” Kengi being the older name for 
Shirpurla or Girsu, or also read Lagash. 
He must have waged war against Kish in 
Northern Babylonia, which city he terms 
“wicked of heart.”” He was the victor, 
and presented the spoil to “Enlil, King of 
the Lands.”’ Eniin (the later Bel) was the 
chief god of Nippur. Nippur was accord- 
ingly called Enlinki, the city of Bnlil. 
Hence Enlil] of Nippur seems to have been 
the god who wielded the chief ini.:uence 
over the people of early Babylonia. The 
temple of this god was under control of 
the King, who called himself accordingly 
Patesi-Gal, the great patesi, or priest King. 
But it also had its own “chief. local ad- 
ministrator,” the damkargal, who in turn 
had several minor priests or patesis under 
him. The cult of this god seems to have 
been - well arranged. The King, being the 


summus episcopus, had a host of other 
officers (priests) under him who exercised 
functions of the so-called “priesthood” of 
Rel. The inscription of this oldest of all 
Kings reads: 

“To Enlil, the King of the lands, Enshag~ 
kushanna, lord of Kengi, King of * * *° 
presented the spoil of Kish.” 

Old, very old as this inscription no doubt 
is, when we compare this royal document 
with the signs of the tablet in figures 8 
we will ‘see instantly that the signs of 
this latter monument, which I publish here 
for the first time, represent a much ear 
lier period of the so-called cuneiform in- 
scriptions or wedge writing. We learn 
from it that the oldest forms of the differ- 
ent signs were not composed out of wedges, 
but were simply straight or curved lines. 
Only at a comparatively late time the one 
end of each line was strengthened and 
thus came to look like a cuneus or wedge.

Now we find New 
York City contributing her steady average 
of one murder a day for the year, with no 
good reason put forward why the next 
year’s figures should not show 10 or 12 
killings a week. When the electric chair 
begins to click off a life for a life perhaps 
the percentage will go down. The electric 
chair would be in operation every day if 
convictions of murder kept pace with the 
arrests. But the state cannot keep the 
homicide precentage down, on the law of 
chances. In a given number of arrests 
there will be a fairly well-settled average 
of convictions. There is the opportunity 
for police failure in obtaining the testi- 
mony, there is “reasonable doubt” with 
which the jury can ease tender con- 
aciences, and various other hurdles for the 
prosecution to jump before the judgment

Mr. Hurter is a draftsman at the Fulton Iron Works. He is. in addition, 
one of the foremost naturalists of the*West. His collection of the fauna of Mis- 
souri is the most complete in the state. His specimens of snakes, turtles, lizards, 
frogs, etc., are perhags the best private collection of the kind in the United States. 
At least, Mr. Hurter has been so informed. 

Mr. Hurter spent six months of last year hunting specimens in Europe and 
Africa. The expression hunting is not used figuratively, but literally, for in his 
trips afield he caries a cane which is really a shotgun. Lizards and snakes are spry. 
But Mr. Hurter’s cane gun, loaded with 22-long cartridges and fine shot, is quick- 
er. The specimens he has brought home with him are in many instances doubly

But now comes a winter 
n truth, a real winter with snow and ice and bitter cold. And the coaster coasts. 
In every Middlesex village and town he finds him a hill and slides him down it~ 


man, woman, boy and girl. 


HE inventor of coasting is, doubtless, 
a long time dead, but his soul goes 
marching on. The spirit of his genius 
pervades a hundred St. Louis hills. It 
gives to an army of coasters courage to 
Plunge down and strength to pull up. It 
gives the bob sled, noisily laden, a buoy- 
arcy that knows no end of bounds. It en- 
ables every boy to be suffictently ingenious 
to throw into a hopper a stick, a nail, a 
rope and runner, and, presto, bring forth a 
sled! 

There are hills in St. Louls where thou- 
sands of coasters have been having fun in 
the last two weeks, The night is the time 
for the great crowds and the finest fun. 
Then come the big bobs and the men with 
courage to run them, and, flocking around 
each as it plunges off, follows a galaxy of 
little satellites, to be strewn and strung 
at divers places along the hill. Nobody 
minds a hard fall or so on a coasting hill. 
Everybody expects it. To go coasting and 
never be thrown would be quite as unro- 
mantic as to go duck hunting and not get 
& bootfull of ice water. 

Lami street, from Twelfth down to Ninth, 
has been a great coasting scene on the St: 
Louis South Side since the snow came. The 
hill is three blocks long and not steep enough 
to be dangerous. There are no street car 
tracks between the top and the bottom. 
The hill has an ice surface and a worn race- 
Way, and there has not been an afternoon 
or a night of late when the coasters have 
not thronged the place, some with single 
sleds, others with bobs, and still others 
with sleds fearfully and wonderfully made. 
The Lami street slide is the sort for a big 
crowd. There is not enough of a descent 
to tmperil the small sleds before the big 


ones, and there is still hill enough to send 
the coasters skimming along with al) the 
attendant exhilarations which make coast- 
ing a splendid outdoor sport. 

Another fine coasting hill in St. Louis 
is on Missouri avenue, from Lafayette Park 
down to Chouteau. An army of coasters 
slid down Mississppi avenue in the days 
before a street car track was placed on the 
street. Armstrong avenue is a fine coast- 
ing avenue for three blocks, but the crowd 
goes now to Missouri avenue. 

Up in North St. Louis are several] fine 
hills. Perhaps the best known of these is 
the Bissell avenue hill, from Blair avenue 
down across Broadway. There is a five 
block coast here, but it one of the most 
dangerous in the city because the sleds 
must cross the Broadway street car tracks. 
For this reason the great majority of coast 
ers in the neighborhood go over on Blair 
avenue and slide down from Salisbury to 
Anglerodt (five blocks), and sometimes 
down to Buchanan, a bluck further. This 
is a fine hill. It has no street car tracks, 
and is safe. There is another fine coast 
down Grand avenue from the water tower. 

It would be a treat to some of St. Louis’ 
intrepid coasters to put their sleds upon 
hills which are making joyous the heart of 
coasters over at Alton, Ill., this time of 
year. Alton is built in high hills. The 
most famous of these is the State street 
hill, running down to the river on the west 
side. Thousands of persons have coasted 
upon this famous hill. The Alton Cathedral 


is a block north of Seventh street, and at 
the crest of the hill, Here the coasters 
start on the long run of more than a half 
mile to the river. From the Cathedral to 
William street (two blocks), the descent is 


quite safe. Then there is a wild and pre- 
cipitate flight down to Fourth street. The

river ie three blocks away from the foot of 
this steep place. There is a street car track 


along one block of the way now, and coast- . 


ers cannot use the hill as much as they did, 
but on good snow any sort of sled would fly 
from this steep down to the river: Big 
sleds used to even run out on the ice, some 
of them going considerable distances from 
shore. The State street hill has killed sev- 
eral] people and maimed not a few, and the 
police have rather stopped coasting upon it. 
But it !s the Matterhorn of all coasting 
hills. This winter the Alton sliders are 
using Main street, Henry street, Alby street 
and some others. Every Alton street runs 


up and down, so finding a hill is nota dif- . 


The Main street hill is the 
longest in the city. While nothing like the 
State street hill In steepness, it is more 
than half a mile from the starting place to 
the bottom.: The Alby street hill is four 
blocks In a jiffy. The hill is free fram ob- 
struction of every sort, and plunges into 
one of Alton’s very deepest valleys. Dan- 
ger is eliminated by a hill upon the opposite 
side, where a sharp ascent checks the'sleds, 
The Henry street hill fs four blocks long 
and very steep. It crosses a car line, and 
is tabooed by the police, but the coasters 
slide there all the same. Last week a bob 
sled carrying 10 persone struck a Second 
street oar at the foot of the hill, and one 
of the young ladies on the sled wag quite 
painfully injured. So was the street car. 
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HE skate sailors of S St. Louis, as Kipling says they say in the jungle, are 
having a season of good hunting. It has been a long time since any win- 

ter was as much of a winter as this, and the skate sailors, who are quite a 
jumerous crew in the city, are all in flight on their favorite lakes as much oe the 


e as they can spare.

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were few. Those who have learned the art 
of sailing, with a pair of skates for keel, 
the frozen surface of a iake for. sea- 
way and a bit of cotton fastened to some 
poles for a salfl, pronounce it one ef the 
most exhilarating of winter sports. 

Every Saturday afternoon when the ice 
ts firm and emooth.a half dozen or more 
man ™. seen fying over 


outstretched wings, sailing against the 


wind, 

Skate sailing, when the ice is in good 
condition and the course long enough, is 
only a degree removed from flying. Under 


proper conditions the friction of the skate 
runners on the ice ia so slight that it is 
easy for the sailor to tmagine that he has 
left the ice and is literally flying through 
the air. The pace ts so swift, the resist- 
ance so slight and the skill necessary to 
manage the sai) so inconsiderable that 
there is nothing to detract from the gallor’s 
complete enjoyment of the sensation of fiy- 
ing through space apparently entirely with- 
out volition. 

In skate sailing one may practice all the 
tactics used in navigating a boat in the 
water. Indeed, to be a succeasful ice sall- 
or it is necessary to master such simple 
tactics as tacking, coming about, luffing 
and running into the wind’s eye. To run 
before the wind requires ro particular skill, 
and is not nearly so enjoyable as running 
into the wind. One can enjoy skate sailing 
no matter if the wind ta blewing, for in- 
stance, down the lake at a good clip. To 
the neophyte it might seem that once at 
the end of the lake all the fun was gone; 
that the sail must be furled and the sailor 
be no more a sailor, but a skater, and that, 
too, against qa stiff breeze. 

Suppose, however, he starts down the lake 
before.a good, brisk wind. His sail is at 
his back, and he flies before it at the speed 
of an express train, his only care being to 
look out for impediments in the ice that 
might be likely to throw him. But, strange- 
ly, the higher the rate of speed at which 
the sallor is going, the less danger there 
appcars to be, for in failing a person will 
strike the fee’at such an angle that he.is 
mereiy sent sliding over the surface. His 
sail is algo his rudder, and when his eye 
detects danger ahead he has only to in- 
cline His sail this way or that, and he sails 
around it. 

Vhen he has reached the end of the 
course, which he does in an ineredibiy 
short time, he changes his saii and slowly 
comes about into the wind.. Then comes 
the mest enjoyable part of skate sailing 
running into the wind. He begins to tack 
up the lake, and he is the besi sailor who 
can run closest into the wind. 

On skates, as onthe water, the sailor 
can make faster time running into the 
wind than before it. In tacking against 
the wind he holds his sail at an acute 
angle to the direction in which the wind is 
blowing, leans against his sall, and away 
he gves. When the wind is very strong he 
t compelled to lean far ‘over to counter- 
balance its force with weight. Then he 
literally flies. 

The speed at which a skate sallor may 
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it is not thought remarkable. Skate sail- 
ors tn. that part of the country make long 
cruises up and down the river in clubs, 
A cruise of a skate yacht club is said to be 
a very impresive sight. The river is so 
broad that there is little danger of the craft 
running afoul of one another, and from «a 
distance the fleet resembles the flight of a 
lot of enormous white-winged birds. 

The ice yachtsmen of Canad@ are #0 ex- 
pert that, at regattas, it is simply a ques- 
tion of skill tn tacking, luffing and coming 
about as to which wins. 

If the sportsmen of St. Louls would be- 
come interested in skate sailing practice 
would soon make them so expert that 
skate-sailing regattas on Creve Coeur lake 
might easily become enjoyable events of 
the winter. Our lakes are a trifle smal) 
for the successful sailing of thke-boats, 
which is to winter what yachting is to 
summer sport. But Creve Coeur is large 
enough for skate sailing. 

Skate sailing is not for smooth Ice only. 
One of its advantages is that for ordinary 
sailing a light fall of snow actually im- 
proves the course for the animated yachts, 
as it gives the keel (the skates) a firmer 
hold on the surface, 

It is a sport entirely adaptable to women 
also, for the reason that when they are 
able to handle the sai] they can get the 
greatest amount of the exhilaration of 
swift motion in the open air with the least 
exertion. I have seen a woman clipping 
along the lake at the rate of #@ miles an 
hour, handling her sail like a true mariner, 
dragging behind her a 16-pound man, who 
had hold of one end of her sail, as if she 
had no obstacie at all. In this case, she 
had not, for the wind was so free that her 
sail had power enough to almost drag @ 
freight car. 

I have’ tried repeatedly to photograph 
skate sailors when going before a good 
stiff breeze, or luffing into It, but the speed 
has always been so great that only an 
indistinct blur was left on the piate. 

It must not be understood that skate sall- 
ing can be learned in an hour. It requires 
considerable practice and patience, and not 
a few falls, to learn to manipulate the sail 
8 that the crew may get the best results 
and the greatest speed out of it. It looks 
easy, but is not.

The trip to Cali- 
fornia is going to be ea case of Dora in 
Wonderland, truly, for she has never seen 
@ mountain and many another thing the 
West exhibits, and has no more idea what 
California is like than her dearly clung- 
to doll.

the White House.

RESIDENT THEODORE ROOSE- 


VELT, hero of wars, of lion hunts 
and of the New York police force, is 
lying awake of nights. 

The Philippines don't worry the strenu- 
ous and optimistic President. Navy dis- 
putes he can settle in five minutes. Our 
diplomatic relations with other countries 
the President attends to in office hours 
only. Still there is one matter that worries 
him. An enemy is at his very door, yet his 
doughtiest of fighters is no match for it. 

The enemy is an army of rats. 

There is something at once daring and 
subtie about the warfare waged by rats. 

Since a tribe of Washington rodents be- 
gan to make of the White House their 
private hotel and club house, they have en- 
joyed themselves in every the 
bullding. No provisions were too carefully 
guarded for them to discover, no wall too 
thick for them to penétrate and hoiu high

Delighted with their accommodations, the 
rat family has entertained largely, and 
hundreds of friends and acquaintances are 
regaled nightly from supplies that no lock 
seems Strong enough to secure. 

While not otherwise engage the rats, 
as agile and as large as kittens, promenade 
the corridors of the White House or walk 
into the different sleeping rooms with per- 
fect composure and with lusty health and 
good spirits that are the result of a luxuri- 
ous and weli-kept existence.

It leaked out shortiy that the President 
was terribly concerned over the matter of 
rats. It even came up at a cabinet meeting 
because of the executive's distrait air.

THIN white line of tents, 90 miles 

A long, now marks the progress 

through central Missouri of 7500 men 

and 2000 mules, the builders of a new rail- 
road between St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Maries, Osage, Miller, Morgan and Ben- 
ton Counties were invaded four and one- 
half months ago by the contractors for 
the extension of the St. Louis, Kansas City 
& Colorado Railroad, and the army of 
invasion has become an army of occupa- 
tion, which will not break camp until late 
spring or early summer. 

Through 30 camps, each under the con- 
trol of a subcontractor and all under the 
general management of the chief contract- 
or, is scattered the host of men, one of 
the largest ever engaged on a public work 
in the state. 

Three tunnels are to be built and three 
streams bridged on the route between Belle, 
the present terminus of the line, and Cole 
Camp, Benton County, which is to be the 
next stopping place in the rail laying. 

Individual freedom and military discipline 
are combined in the dafly life of the tent 

' G@wellers who are building the bridges, dig- 
ging the tunnels and leveling the countless 
hills and valleys along the survey. 

For ten hours each day the authority of 
overseers, foremen and straw bosses is ab- 
solute. During the remaining time each 
man is a part of a community without 
rulers, where the only regulation are those 
which fix the hours for meals, 

The spirit of caste has not been lost in 
the return to the conditions of primitive 
society, and every camp is divided by an 
unyielding social line which Separates ‘‘ho- 
boes’’ and ‘‘whoopies.”’ 

The “hobges,”’: or professional raliroad 
builders, consider themselves the aristoc- 
racy of the camps. The ‘“‘whoopies’’ or na- 
tives of the surrounding country, are ob- 
jects of derision and in some cases of per- 
secution. 

The term “hobo” is commonly associated 

with the idea of vagabondage and hostility 
to work in any form. In a railroad camp 
it has a different meaning, and the con- 
tractors have come to rely on the ‘“‘hoboes”’ 
as the hardest working and most steady of 
their employes. 
‘The work of the ‘“‘whooples,” the con- 
tractors say, is less satisfactory. They 
come from adjoining localities to work for 
@ few weeks, and when they have drawn 
& month’s pay are ready to return to their 
farms. Frequently the request for their 
“time’’ comes before they have worked two 
weeks. 

With the “hoboes’’ the case is different. 
They follow railroad building and public 

‘ work of different kinds as a livelihood, are 
Usually without families or strong home 
ties and are accustomed to the rude out- 

_€@f-door life of a rallroad construction 
camp and to the work required of them. 

The employment agencies of St. Louis 
g@nd Chicago are enlisting stations for the 
*“hoboes.”’ The present demand for men is 
guch that free transportation to Belle is 
Being furnished, and dhat no charge 

-is made by the agencies for furnishing 
employment. 

It is this shortage of laborers which ac- 
ounts for the employment of the 
‘twhoopies.”” Contractors say that they 
would employ “hoboes’’ altogether if they 
could get enough of them, but that at 
present they are obliged to take every 
able-bodied applicant. 

In each of the 30 camps, large tents, with 
Gouble tiers of berths, shelter the ‘“‘ho- 
boes,”’ and their meals are provided at a 
fegular mess tent. The “whoopie’’ brings 
his family, or secures meals and lodging 
from.some friend who has brought his 
family, and smaller tent# oar canvas- 
covered wagons are his quarters. 

The daily wages of laborers are $1.50, and 
seven days’ work is the rule. Some of the 
most efficient laborers receive $1.75. For 
all who board at the common table, the 
charge is $3.50 a week. 

Except for the food eaten by the coun- 
trymen, who board themselves, al] supplies 
come from 8t. Louis. Last summer’s drouth 
has made the policy of Napoleon, who 
gade the country through which he passed 
su him, an impossible one for the 
builders of the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado Rallroad to follow. 


At the headquarters commissary office, 
near Belle, from which the camps along 
- % of the 90 miles of survey are supplied, 
330 bushels of beans, 500 bushels of pota- 
foes, 4 tons of flour and 40 tons of hay are 
@isbursed each week, and the consump- 
tion of coffee, bread, meat, sugar, salt and 
canned goods is in proportion. The tobacco

The commissary officers say, as that of 
eny retail grocery in St. Louis. 

The supply of food is the same at all the 
cimps, but the style of cooking and the 
consequent satisfaction of the men varies 

a: the different points along the line. The 
mnen of the headquarters camp boast that 
their fare is superior to that of the other 
camps, and there are few ‘‘kickers’’ among 
them. 

Drink is not far to seek at most of the 
camps. The sale of liquor is not allowed 
within the camps, but “beershacks,"’. con- 
 @teucted of tarred paper and bearing the 
signs of different St. Louis breweries, are 
' @eattered through the oak forest all along 
_ the line of march of the railroad builders. 
_ WPrinking is not forbidden. Men are dis- 

“gharged for drunkenness, but so great is 
_ the need for laborers that they are usually 

“put back to work when they are again in 
_ €ondition to work. Only those who ére in- 
" toxicated for so great a part of the time 


‘that their services are worthless are com-° 


‘pelied to leave the camp for drunkenness.

stenes of western mining settlements are 
reproduced. 

Trouble with the county authorities has 
been rare, and the camps have not yet been 
visited by deputy sheriffs, who have con- 
fined their efforts to keeping order in the 
towns which the workraen visit on pay 
nights. 

Apparently the only serious results which 
have followed these monthly carousals 
have been the chilling and partial] freez- 
ing of several men who have lain down in 
the woods after drinking too freely. Death 
resulted last week in one such case, the vic- 
tim being Pat Conners, a laborer in the 
McDougal camp, five miles from Belle. 

One physician, Dr. I. M. Owens of Belle, 
looks after the health of the 7500 men, and 
finds time outside of this duty to attend to 
a private practice. 

Hard colds are the most serious form 
of disease ordinarily known in #he camps, 
and for the treatment of these cases the 
physician is not called. Liberal supplies of 
quinine and cough remedies are on hand 
in the commissaries of the different camps, 
and these are administered by the orders of 
the foremen. 

Surgical cases form the larger part of 
Dr. Owens’ practice for the company. These 
arise from accidents in blasting and rock 
crushing, and those who are seriously hurt 
are taken to Belle for treatment. 

The army chaplain has no counterpart 
in the railroad camp. For a time the Me- 
Dougal camp boasted superiority over the 
others in this respect. One of its members 
was Rev. Vincent Kasting a Baptis: ex- 
horter. Mr. Keating at length found the 
field too unpromising or the work too 
hard, and left the service. Since that time 
the English speaking members of the 
camp have been without religious privi- 
leges. 

Among the element .in the camp which 
does not speak English, religious observ- 
ances are cultivated, and: have proven a 
source of division. 


Six hundred Slavs, Czechs and Croatians, 
known indiscriminately to their fellow 
workers as ‘‘Austrians,’’ constitute the for- 
eign element of the camps. About one-half 
of the number are Greek Catholics, while 
the other half adhere to the Roman Catho- 
lis Church. The latter live with the Eng- 
lish-speaking members of the camps, while 
the “‘Greeks,’’ as they are termed, form 
a class apart from their Roman Catholic 
countrymen and from Americans and these 
of other nationalities. 


On the frequent feast days of the Greek 
Church, strange chants are heard from the 
tents occupied by the “Greeks.’"’ When they 
failed to join in the general celebration 
of Christmas last month, there was general 
surprise in the camp. 

Fifteen days later, on Jan. 9, the 
“Greeks,’’ .who had worked without seek- 
ing diverSion through Christmas week, 
when the rest of the camp was demoralized, 
commenced an extraordinary series of fes- 
tivities. Their employers then learned that 
Christmas comes 15 days later on the cal- 
endar of the Greek Church than with the 
rest of Christendom, and the period of 
celebration was‘ fully as long as that of 
the rest of the camp had been two weeks 
before. 

Every man has his number. This system 
is followed for the purpose of identifying 
the workmen in the distribution of pay 
checks, Not a penny of cash passes th ough 
the hands of Paymaster D. J. Perry, al- 
though from $120,000 to $180,000 is disbursed 
monthly. 

Checks on a St. Louis bank, which can be 
cashed ‘at Belle, are given to all the men, 

“and the checks are negotiable in credit 
with the boarding master and the commis- 
sary. In spite of the long trip to be made to 
the bank, ready money is plentiful among 
the men. . 


Through the commissary at the head- 
quarters camp is hafdled the mail of the 
men on the entire line), This is distributed 
to the commissary officers of the different 
camps as they come ftir supplies. Con- 
sidering the number of men in the camps 
the mail is very light, indicating that the 
men engaged in the work have few out- 
side interests.

That no killings have thus far 00-..vogue in the camps. A majority of the

The largest of the sleeping tents have at 
the rear a “sititing room,”’ lantern lighted, 
containing benches ard a stove, from which 
the entire space under the canvas is heat- 


ed. Here a nightly smoker takes place and 


before all handS go to bed on the stroke of 
9 the pores of the tents have been so stop- 
ped up with the dense fumes that the heat 
of the stove remains inside. This, at least, 
is the theory. by which the men account for 
the warmness of the tents. 

The volunteer watch, which serves the 
double purpose of keeping away intrud- 
ers and keeping up the fire, has something 
to do with this condition of comfort. Dur- 
ing none of the extremely cold nights of 
last month did the tenants of the large 
tents suffer from cold. The only complaints 
came from the occupants of the smaller 
tents and of the wagons. 

No written rule of the camp fixes the hour 
for retiring, but the ntan who comes into 
one of the big tents after 9 o'clock will run 
ihe gauntlet of boots and other handy mis- 
siles from every man who is awake at the 
time if his entrance. The frequent dis- 
turbance of the peace of the tent by late 
arrival is likely to be punished by the de- 
eree of &@ “kangaroo” court. 

Sunday night is ‘‘wash day’’ in every 
camp. Great iron pots are secured by par- 
ties uf the laborers, who then repair 'to the 
weeas and build roaring fires. The first 
water heated is used for a general wash- 
ing of the clothing, which is then hung up 
to dry, while the pots are refilled and the 
hot water used for a general] bath. 

Every man who sleeps in the big common 
tents must wash himself and his raiment 
once a week or lose caste, and the “hoboes”’ 
have proved such efficient conservators of 
Sanitary regulations that no compulsion 
from the general overseers of the camps 
has been necessary to keep the men clean. 

As among early races, where the strong- 
est was chief, each camp has its “bully,” 
or “king bee,” and this distinction changes 
hands often and in some cases suddenly. 

At headquarters’ camp, Jack McDonalé a 
world rover, who stands six feet two in his 
stockings, is known as the “mayor” and 
Bill Delaney, the champion debater, ag the 
“judge.” A third, known as “Paddy, the 
Pig,” bears the title of chief of police. The 
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origin in a reference to the sounds which 
come from the portion of the camp occu- 
pied by the countrymen on paynights. As 
has been said, the “whoopie” is an unstable 
workman as compared with the “hobo,” 
who works on the contract | 
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
